Semi-official reports from the 
state board of the National Youth 
Administration today indicated 
that jaysee NYA rolls for the see- 
ond semester may undergo an- 
other drastic cut when the second 
semester appropriation is an- 
nounced. 


Although no definite word was 
received as to the nature of the 
cut, Calvin C. Flint, dean of men. 
and director of funds for this col- 
lege, announced that he was noti- 
fied not to add any new assign- 
ments during the period from Nov. 
21 to Jan. 31. 

DETAILS FORTHCOMING 

More complete details of the 
impending decrease in student re- 
lief will be forthcoming from the 
national bureau in Washington, 
D. C. in the near future, Mr. Flint 
said. In the meantime, only stu- 
dents whose names have appeared 
on time reports prior to Nov. 21 
may be paid for services under 
NYA _ jurisdiction. 

The drastic decrease will be the 
second the rolls have suffered for 
the current scholastic year. A one- 
third cut at the first of the year 
subtracted approximately $3500 
from the $10,000 appropriation, 
and the new one may take from 
25 to 50 per cent of the remaining 
allotment, it was disclosed. 
DEFENSE RESPONSIBLE 

Increasing demands of national 
defense were supposed by local 
officials to be directly responsible 
for the forecasted action. Also, a 
large increase in employment 
throughout the country, plus a de- 
cided decrease in college enroll- 
ment may have a large part to do 
with it. 

Approximately $700 is current-

Santa Ana Defeats Conference 
Foes To Retain Pigskin Crown 


Rolling through its ’41 


conference schedule untied 


and undefeated, the Santa Ana Dons have cornered their 
second consecutive Eastern conference pigskin crown. In 
their 11 games, the scarlet and black amassed a total of 
277 points to 59 games for the opposition. 


The only setback received by 
the local eleven was a 20-7 con- 
test dropped to the Pasadena Buil- 
dogs early in the season in a non- 
conference tilt in the Rose bowl. 
Following is a brief resume of 
each game: 


DONS 20; LaVERNE 0 
Santa Ana opened its ’41 sea- 
son with an easy victory over a 
small bunch of invading Loyola 
frosh players. The frosh were un- 
able to cope with a Don ground 
and air offense. 
DONS 25; SANTA MONICA 6 
Although they were still miss- 
ing their blocking assignments and 
erratic in their tackling, the 
Cookmen managed to down the 
Corsairs. There was still no indi- 
cation of the strength of the locals. 
DONS 7; PASADENA 20 
Facing a team that played 
heads-up football and capitalized 
on the breaks, the scarlet and 
black dropped its first game in 15 
starts, Psychologically speaking, 
this was a welcomed defeat, for 
now the Dons’ knew that not 
every team was scared by the 
prestige gained in 1940, when the 
locals won the national champion- 
ship. 
DONS 53; SACRAMENTO A.C. 0 
Bouncing back from its Rose 
bowl defeat, the Cookmen jour- 
neyed north to completely over- 
whelm the clubsters. This was the 
first hint of the power that the 
Dons could generate. 
DONS 26; SAN BERNARDINO 7 
Led by Earle ‘‘Pruney”’ Parsons, 
who scored thre touchdowns’ in 
seven minutes, the scarlet and 
black downed the Indians for its 
first conference win of the season. 
DONS 27; LOYOLA 7 
Caught in the path of the Cook- 
men’s victory march, the frosh 
were rolled under by a devastat- 
ing pass and ground attack. A 
strong Don line held in check all 
Loyola offensive threats. 
DONS 35; CHAFFEY 6 
Scoring almost at will, the 
scarlet and black gridsters left 
the Ontario field with their second 
conference victory tucked under 
their arms, Quarterbacks Joe Mar- 
gucci and Bill Gulley and passed 
the Panthers into the ground. 
DONS 19; RIVERSIDE 13 
Victors over the highly - touted 
Fullerton Hornets, the Riverside 
Bengals came into the Municipal 
bowl determined to é6verthrow the 
conference leaders. Fighting one 
of its toughest games in the ’41 
season, the locals defeated the 
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Bengals in the last few minutes 
of play when Gulley fired a per- 
fect strike for a touchdown. 
DONS 20; MARCH FIELD 0 

After Pomona was forced to 
forfeit its game with Santa Ana, 
the Cookmen invited the fliers for 
a nocturnal tilt and displayed its 
poor hospitality by trouncing the 
airmen. . 

DONS 6; FULLERTON 0 

With the ’41 conference crown 
at stake, the Dons and Hornets 
met in the local bowl for their 
annual grid “titanic.” In a game 
that was featured by brilliant 
runs and pass plays, the locals 
managed to down the fighting Hor- 
nets before a capacity crowd of 
15,000 fans. Margucci played one 
of the best games of his career 
and was easily the best back on 
the field. 

DONS 39; SAN MATEO 0 

Ringing down the ’41 football 
curtain, the Dons outplayed, out- 
fought, and outscored the North- 
ern California jaysee champions, 
the San Mateo Bulldogs. Meeting 
in the Bulldogs the toughest line 
they had faced all season, the Don- 
men took to the air and com- 
pletely demoralized the northern 
boys. 


Margucci Nominated 


Best Don Of Year 


Grid Co-captain Joe Margucci 
was today accorded the honor of 
“Don of the Year’ on the ’41 Don 
squad when Manager Carl Stein 
released final tabulation figures in 
Vandermast’s second contest. 

Margucci edged out center Le- 
Roy Littlejohn, who has been 
rated as the best pivot man in the 
Eastern conference. Third place 
winner was Bill Gulley, sensa- 
tional freshman quarterback who 
understudied Margucci throughout 
the past season. It was Gulley who 
heaved the winning touchdown 
pass in the Fullerton tussle.

Whether or not the East- 
ern conference purity. pact 
remains in effect will not 
make a lot of difference on 
the Don campus, if a recent 
poll gives any indication of 
student sentiment. 


El Don reporters queried 184 
men and women this week on the 
subject of proselyting football 
players. The results tabulated this 
morning show campus sentiment 
faintly against subsidization of 
Don gridders. 

SLIGHT EDGE 

A total of 93 voted against the 
practice as compared to 91 in 
favor of it. 

The ballot followed, in effect, 
the results of a similar poll con- 
ducted recently by the Los An- 
geles Times. In querying the An- 
gelenos on the topic, Times inter- 
viewers found that the opposition 
to the practice is much stronger 
among the Angelenos than was 
found here. 

PRO AND CON 

More than 58 per cent of the 
urbanities expressed opposition to 
the already outlawed practice of 
paying college players. Just 41.5 
per cent indicated that they were 
in favor of it. 

Popular opinion expressed on 
the campus attacks the commer- 
cial method of attracting football 
players as reducing the men to 
third rate professionals.

Questions For Alumni 


You, Mr. Alunrinus, are the sole quali- 
fied judge. 

The place of junior colleges in the edu- 
cational set up has long been debated. An 
issue concerning centralization of instruc- 
tion in an institution such as this has 
never been settled. 

Is there enough stress on terminal edu- 
cation in two year institutions? Only a 
very few jaysee graduates go on to col- 
lege. Are we equipping the majority 
sufficiently enough so that they are able 
to tackle this task called ‘“‘making a liv- 
ing?” 

Is there enough stress on preparatory 
education? The hundreds of students who 
go on to institutions of higher learning 
must be equipped to meet the greatly in- 
tensified and more impersonal method of 
instruction at the university. Are we meet- 
ing that demand? 

Can a single institution undertake the 
dual task and manage it efficiently? 

Everyone of those questions is vital. Up- 
on the answer will hinge the fate of a 
comparatively new type of institution that 
has become so popular in recent years— 
the junior college. 

Your experience has taught you the an- 
swer, Mr. Alumnus. Can you tell us? 


Outfits For Yell Leaders 


The Associated Students seem to be 
overlooking something that merits not 
only congratulation, but a more material 
reward. 

We are referring to jaysee’s tumbling 
yell leaders. Willie Mattinson and Jim- 
mie Farren took over the job of pepping 
up the college rooting section this year 
and decided to do the task right. 

In less than two months they taught 
themselves a series of tumbling routines 
and acrobatic stunts with which to enter- 


quent and vigorous. workouts to prepare 
for each game. They did what grumbling 
rooters have been crying for every year. 
We suggest that the Associated Stu- 
dents appropriate an honorary sweater 
symbol for each of the leaders. We sug- 
gest that the leaders be furnished with 
uniforms—instead of being required to 
buy their own, as has been the policy in 
the past.

Patriotism Still Here 


Preceding the Thanksgiving day clas- 
sic with Fullerton the bands of both col- 
leges put on several drills which ended 
with the national anthem being played 
by both groups.

What had been a noisy 
holiday crowd became so silent that a pin 
drop could have been heard.

Then the bands finished, the football 
teams came on the field, and the grid 
fans resumed their former gaiety. 

While the national anthem was being 
played it is likely that the majority of 
people reflected just how much “The 
Star Spangled Banner” meant to them. 
The omni-present silence testified to the 
intense patriotism that had gripped the 
crowd. 

When we consider that Hitler’s legions 
are marching across the plains of Europe 
and the Moscow communists are battling 
knee deep in mud of war, it is reassuring 
to witness 15,000 Americans honoring 
their country. 

_ Although at times the patriotism of the 

United States is lulled to sleep and the 
freedom of our democracy is taken for 
granted, there is still the intense feeling 
of national pride in Americans that first 
showed itself in those Minute Men of 
166 years ago.—B.R.

@ Forecast for Mexico: Chili Today, Hot Tamale 
Students Run Don Weather Station 


If on some hot day you should be in doubt about the 


temperature or humidity, stop 
building, climb to the roof, 


in at the board of education 
and consult the two jaysee 


weather men, Richard Eggleston and Ryland Johnson. 


Climbing to the roof top bureau 
daily at 4 o’clock, Sophomore 
Eggleston and Freshman Johnson 
take readings on thermometers 
and recording machines for their 
daily report. Volunteering at the 
first of the semester, both students 
consider the work as a_ hobby. 
They are both majoring in science. 

Valued at more than $600, the 
local weather bureau has been in 
operation for 14 years since its 
inception by Engineering Instruc- 
tor H .O. Russell in 1927. 
WEATHER BUREAUS RARE 

Meteorological stations like 
jaysee’s are rare, probably due to 
their cost, Instructor Russell 
stated. One instrument, the re- 
cording barometer, is alone worth 
$60. One of four such bureaus in 
the county, the local station is 
probably one of the most complete 
in Southern California. 

Some universities own such 
stations and probably a few other 
junior colleges have started 
weather recordings due to the 
large interest in aviation at the 
present time, Mr. Russell stated. 
REPORTS USED BY PAPER 

In the past the local reports 
have been used by the Los An- 
geles Times in their Southern 
California weather predictions. 

Readings taken by the duo in- 
clude pressure, temperature, 
humidity, and velocity and direc- 
tion of the wind. Although the 
students could not forecast 
weather on a large scale: without 
similar readings from other weath- 
er stations, they are able to tell 
in advance of frost, fog, and 


minimum and maximum tempera- 
tures.
